An  easj  er  tendency  in  the  German  hog  market  was  noted  during'  the' 
week  ended  February  5.  according  to  cabled  advice?  from  Agricultural 
Commissioner  S:eere  at.  Berlin.     The  Berlin  average  urice  cf  heavy  hogs, 
at  5l6.75  ^er  lr0  pounds,  wa?  back  to  mid-December  levels,  but  still 
above  last  year's  average.     Hamburg  lard  averages,  at  around  $12.10,  .. 
were  weaker  also,  and  about  $2.00  under" trices  of  a  year  age.    See  table,

In  the  British  cured  gork  market  also,  prices  for  the  week  ended 
February  5  were  weaker  in  most  instances.     The  easier  conditions  affected 
American  green  bellies,  Danish  Wiltshire  sides,  and -Canadian  green. sides, 
but  American  .short  cue  green  .hams  were  firm -at  recent  rates,  according  to 
averages  cf  Liverpool  quotations  cabled  by  Agricultural  Commissioner 
Foley  at  London.    All  the  items  mentioned  were  priced  higher  than  a  year 
ago.     Current  lard  prices  were  higher  than  since  early  November,  but  be- 
low last  year.

Butter  was  quoted  fully  as  high  in  Copenhagen  on  February  6  as  in  . 
New  York,  the  official  quotation  in  that  typical  European  center  having 
advanced  nearly  1  cent  during  the  week  to  the  equivalent  of  3^.2  cents 
per  pound  against  a  decline  of  1-1/2  cents  to  3&.0  cents  on  92  s'core  in 
New  York.    Shipments  afloat  from,  countries  of  the  Southern  Hemisphei'e  on 
February  1  were  somewhat  heavier  than  a  year  ago  and  heavier  than  aver- 
age for  this  time  of  year.     See  table,  page  133."  Quotations  on  New  Zea- 
land and  Australian  butter  were  slightly  lower  than  a  week  ago  at  33  to 
37  cents.     The  margin  between  colonial  ana  continental  butters  is  thus 
rather  wide  with  more  of  the  strength  evident  in  prices  of  Danish  and 
Dutch.     The  latter  are  now  about  h  cent?  lower  than  a  yesr  ago,  while 
colonial  butters  are  as  much  as  7  cents  lower.

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BREAD  GRAINS       .  . 

European  growing  conditions 

There  is  no  snow  covering  on  the  grain  areas  of  western  Europe  and 
little  or  no  covering  in  the  regions  lying  east  of  Berlin  and  Budapest, 
according  to  a  cable  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  L.  V.  Steere  at  Berlin! 
Temperatures  were  mild  and  there  was  some  rain  during  the  week  ended  Feb- 
ruary 6.     In  Russia  severe  frosts  extended  as  far  south  as  50^  north  lati- 
tude which  crosses  northern  Ukraine  and  the  Middle  Volga  Region.  Some 
rain  fell  in  southern  and  western  Russia  during  the  week.     The  southeast- 
ern part  of  European  Russia,  which  is  an  important  winter  wheat  region,  is 
in  need  of  moisture. 

Iheat  production  in  1929 

Tne  1929  wheat  production  as  reported  "by  43  countries  was 
3,285,320,000  bushels  or  14  per  cent  below  the  production  of  3,815,791,000 
bushels  in  the  same  countries^  in  1928  when  they  produced  97  per  cent  of 
the  world  wheat  crop  exclusive  of  Russia  and  China. 

A  correspondent  in  Sydney,  Hew  South  Wales,  writes  under  the  date 
of  January  7  that  the  wheat  crop  of  Australia  had  been  harvested  in  all 
the  States  and  the  bulk  of  it  had  been  carted  to  mills  and  country  ele- 
vators.    The  visible  supply  of  wheat  delivered  would  only  indicate  a  crop 
of  about  90,000,000  bushels,  but  the  general  opinion  is  that  some  farmers 
are  holding  fair  quantities  on  their  farms,  being  dissatisfied  with  the 
present  low  prices.     Trade  estimates  for  the;  traduction  in  the  four  prin- 
cipal States  range  between  97,000,00  and  105,000,000  bushels.  The 
official  estimate  for  total  production  is  112,000,000  bushels.  Revised 
estimates  of  the  production  in  Argentina'  and  the  Union  of  South  Africa 
are  shown  in  the  table  on  page  180. 

Movement  to  market 

United  States 

The  exports  of  wheat  including  flour  from  the  United  St£t§s-?£ £Qm 
July  1,  1929  to  February  1,  1930  were  103,354,000  bushels  as  against 
111,354,000  bushels  during  the  same  period  of  1928-29.    The  exports  dur- 
ing the  week  ended  February  1  were  2,970,000  bushels  as  compared  with 
1,786,000  bushels  the  previous  week  and  1, 783,000 'bushels  during  the  week 
ended  February  2,  1929. 
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Canada 

Stocks  of  wheat  in  the  Western  Grain  Division  of  Canada  on  January 
31  stood  at  152,772,000  "bushels  as  compared  with  154,355,000  "bushels  on 
January  24  and  140,941,000  "bushels  on  February  1,  1329.    Receipts  at  Fort 
William  and  Port  Arthur  during  the  reek  ended  January  31  were  611,000 
"bushels  and  shipments  were  12,000  "bushels.     Total,  receipts  for  the  season, 
August  1  to  January  31,  were  84,865,000  bushels  against  259,322,000  bushels 
during  the  same  period  of  the  1928-29  season.     Shipments  this  season  to 
date  total  82,132,000  bushels  against  227,536,000  bushels  in  the  same  per- 
iod last  year.    Receipts  at  Vancouver  during  the  week  srere  1,333,030  bush- 
els and  shipments  were  2,125,000  bushels.     Total  receipts  for  the  season 
were  26,710,000  bushels  and  total  shipments  were  21,946,000  bushels  com- 
pared with  58,464,000  bushels  and  56,565,000  bushels,  respectively,  in  1928- 

The  exports  of  flour  from  Canada  during  the  first  five  months  of  the 
1329  season,  August- December,  were  2,832,583  barrels  in  comparison  with 
5,067,578  barrels  during  the  same  five-month .period  of  1328,  a  decrease  of 
2,234,695  barrels  or  44  per  cent.     The  percentage  decrease  by  months  as 
compared  with  the  corresponding  month  in  1923  was,  August,  30  per  cent, 
September,  45  per  cent,  October,  53  per  cent,  November  54  per  cent,  and 
December,  34  per  cent.    Flour  production  during  the  twelve  months  ended 
July,  1329  was  20,893,000  barrels  and  exports  of  flour  during  the  same 
period  ware  11,809,000  barrels.    Elour  production  during  the  five  months 
ended  December,  1929  was  7,119,000  barrels  and  exports  were  2,835,000  barrels. 

Foreign  market  conditions 

Europe 

A  calm  tone  with  limited  business  characterized  the  grain  markets 
of  Europe  during  the  week  ended  February  5,  but  with  evidence  of  an  in- 
crease in  import  activities  especially  in  Italy,  Mr.  Steere  reports.  The 
spot  price  of  domestic  wheat  at  Hamburg  on  February  5  was  $1.65  per  bushel 
which  was  3  cents  belcw  the  price  on  January  29  and  also  3  cents  below  the 
average  price  during  January.     The  spot  price  of  domestic  rye  at  Berlin 
lost  part  of  the  gain  made  during  the  preceding  week  and  on  February  5 
was  quoted  at  $?97  per  bushel  which  was  the  sane  as  the  average  price  dur- 
ing January  but  one  cent  below  the  quotation  on  January  29.     The  estimated 
wheat  surplus  remaining  in  the  Danubian  countries  is  now  placed  at  less 
than  4,000,000  bushels  and  although  statistics  are  not  available  for  other 
European  countries,  stocks  a,re  generally  below  last  year  excepting  in 
France. 
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Japan 

Prospects  for  imports  of  United  States  wheat  "by  Japan  are  fairly 
good  although  at  .present  there  is  theusual  seasonal  lack  of  domestic 
demand  and  also  a  poor  export  demand  for  Japanese  flour,  according  to 
a  cable  from  Consul  Sturgeon  at  Tokio.    Japanese  wheat  imports  during 
December  from  the  United  States  were  1,302,000  bushels,  from  Canada 
308,000  bushels  and  from  Australia,  59,000  "bushels.    Mill  stocks  on 
February  1  were  above  normal  .and  with  the  weak  demand,  conditions  flour 
in  Tokio  was  selling  at  $1.79  per  bag  against  $1.83  on  January  3. 
Wheat  prices  in  Tokio  were  as  follows:     $1.65  per  bushel  for  the  United 
States  Western  Wnite  No.  2,  $1.68  per  bushel  for  Canadian  No.  5,  $1.83 
per  bushel  for  Australian  and  81.61  per  bushel  for  standard  grade 
domestic  No.  3.     At  the  same  time  the  price  f.o.b.  Portland,  Oregon, 
for  March  delivery  was  $1.17  per  bushel. 

United  States  wheat  prices 

Domestic  wheat  markets  continued  unsettled  during  the  v/eek  ended 
February  6  and  closing  prices  of  futures  showed  some  decline  from  the 
beginning  of  the  week  to  a  low  point  February  3.    Prices  then  strengthened 
somewhat  the  following  day  and  the  last  day  of  the  week  to  close  the  same 
as  on  the  first  day.    Large  domestic  supplies  of  wheat,  slow  export  demand 
and  weakness  in  foreign  markets  continue  to  be  depressing  factors  although 
firmer  Argentine  offerings  e.broad  at  times  and  some  prospects  of  increased 
European  demand  for  North  American  wheat  steadied  our  markets  some.  May 
futures  at  Chicago  closed  at  approximately  121  cents  cn  February  6  or  one 
cent  higher  than  on  January  30  and  three  cents  above  the  low  point  of  the 
week,  as  compared  with  127  cantslast  year.     The  clast  at  Winnipeg  was  the 
same  ason  the  same  day  the  week  before.     The  Liverpool  market  was  relatively 
weaker  as  May  wheat  closed  at  126  cents  on  February  6  as  against  132  cents 
on  January  30  and  136  cents  last  year.     The  Buenos  Aires  market  was  weaker 
also  as  May  futures  closed  at  114  cents  on  February  5  as  compared  with  118 
cents  January  29. 

Cash  wheat  markets  weakened  considerably  although  still  relatively 
stronger  than  futures  during  the  week  ended  January  31,  and  average  of  all 
gradesof  the  various  classes  declined  from  4.9  cents  for  soft  red  winter 
..to.  2.9  cents  for  hard  red  winter.     The  weighted  average  price  of  all  classes 
and  grades  at  six  markets  declined  approximately  four  cents  to  118  cents 
per  bushel  which  is  only  one  cent  above  the  price  a  year  ago  and  the  lowest 
average  since  the  middle  of  November  when  the  price  was  115  cents.  The 
price  of  No.  1  dark  northern  spring  and  No.  2  amlaer  durum  at  Minneapolis, 
No.  2  hard  winter  at  Kansas  City  and  No.  2  red  winter  at  St.  Louis  each

Rye  production  in  1929  . 

The  1929  rye  production  in  24  European  countries  remains  the  sane 
as  reported  last  week,  901,005,000  bushels  as  against  901,159,000  bushels 
in  the  same  countries  in  1928.     The  revised- estimate  of  the  production  in 
Argentina,  which  was  included  in  this  paragraph  last  week  but  which  was  re- 
ceived too  late  to  be  included  in  the  table,  has  now  been  added  to  the  table 
on  page  180. 

FEED  GRAINS 
Barley 

The  1929  barley  production  as  reported  by  40  countries  was  1,475,510,- 

000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  0.9  per  cent  from  the  production  in  the  same 
countries  in  1928  when  they  represented  87  per  cent  of  the  estimated  world 
production  exclusive  of  Russia  and  China.     The  condition  of  the  winter  barley 
in  European  countries  is  considered  satisfactory  but  the  fields  are  for  the 
greater  part  without  snow-  cover.     The  condition  of  barley  in  Egypt  at  the 
beginning  of  February  was  100  per  cent  of  the  average  of  the  past  ten  years, 
the  same  as  a  month  earlier.     On  February  1  last  year  it  was  99  per  cent. 
Barley  shipments  from  the  United  States  during  the  week  ended  February 

1  were  137,000  bushels  as  compared  with  230,000  bushels  during  the  pre- 
ceding week.     See  barley  trade  table,  page  182.     The  cash  price  of  No. 

2  barley  at  Minneapolis  averaged  57  cents  per  bushel  during  the  week  ended 
January  51,  which  was  the  same  as  for  each  of  the  two     preceding  weeks, 
but  13  cents  below  the  average  for  the  week  ended  January  31,   1929*  See 
table,  page  183. 

Oats 

The  1929  oats  production  in  the  36  countries  so  far  reported  was 
3,601,761,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  6  per  cent  from  the  production  of 
3,823,684,000  bushels  in  the  sa^e  countries  in  1928  when  they  represented 
about  97  per  cent  of  the  estimated  world  crop  exclusive  of  Russia  and 
China.     The  estimate  of  the  oats  crop  in  the  Union  of  South  Africa  has  been 
reduced  to  9,773,000  bushels.     See  oats  production  table,  page  181.  The 
exports  of  oats  from  the  United  States  during  the  week  ended  February  1 
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were  34,000  "bushels  as  compared  with  25,  COO  bushels  the  previous  week  and 
34,000  bushels  during  the  week  ended  February  2,  1929.    The  cash  price  of 
No.  3  white  oats  at  Chicago  averaged  44  cents  per  bushel  during  the  -.rook 
ended  January  31,  which  was  one  cent  "below  the  previous  week  and  S  cents 
below  the  average  for  the  corresponding  week  last  year.     See  trade  and 
price  tables,  pages  182  and  1S3. 

Corn 

There  was  a  marked  reaction  to  rather  cool,  moist  conditions,  in 
the  corn  zone  of  Argentina  during  the  week  ended  February  3,  according  to 
the  United  States  TTeather  Bureau.     The  mean  temperature  for  the  week  was 
75°,  or  1°  subnormal,  while  the  precipitation  was  1.3  inches,  or  nearly 
twice  the  normal  amount. 

The  1329  corn  production  as  reported  by  21  countries  was  3, 451, 519, CO 
bushels  as  compared  with  5,362,009,000  bushels  in  tlifi  same  countries  in 
1928  when  they  represented  nearly  93  per  cent  of  the  estimated  Northern 
Hemisphere  total  exclusive  of  Russia.     See  table,  page  181. 

The  shipment  of  136,000  bushels  of  corn  from  the  United  States 
during  the  week  ended  February  1  was  the  largest  weekly  shipment  since  the 
first  _ irt  of  December.    Shipments  from  Argentina  during  the  week  ended 
February  1  were  2,563,000  bushels  against  2,041,000  bushels  the  previous 
week  and  1,516,000  bushels  during  the  week  ended  February  2,  1929.  Both 
cash  and  future  prices  at  Chicago  averaged  slightly  lower  during  the  week 
ended  January  31.    The  price  of  To.  3  yellow  corn  ?veraged  :3  cents  per 
bushel  against  Z6  cents  the  previous  week  and  97  cents  during  the  corres- 
ponding week  last  year.    May  futures  declined  2*  cents  to  91  cents  per  bush- 
el, which  was  10  cents  below  the  corresponding  average  in  1929.  February 
futures  at  Buenos  Aires  averaged  64  cents  per  bushel,  which  was  37  cents 
below  the  average  for  the  same  week  last  year.    May  futures  remained  un- 
changed at  65  cents,  which  was  24  cents  below  last  year. 
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Increased  sugar  beet  acreages  during  the  present  year  are  expected 
in  Czechoslovakia,  the  United  Kingdom,  France,  Austria,  and  Russia,  accord- 
ing to  reports  received  to  date.     In  Czechoslovakia  an  increase  of  about  15 
per  cent  over  last  year  is  expected,  according  to  Assistant  Trade  Commission 
er  Sam  E.  T/oods  at  Prague.     This  is  due  mostly  to  the  low  prices  paid  for 
grains  and  other  agricultural  produce  during  the  past  year.    TShile  sugar 
prices  have  been  low  they  have  not  decreased  in  proportion  to  the  prices 
for  other  crops.     In  the  United  Kingdom  and  Russia,  25  per  cent  increases 
over  last  year's  beet  acreages  are  expected,  according  to  trade  reports. 
The  expected  increases  in  France  and  Austria  are  due  to  protection  granted 
the  home  sugar  industry  by  recent  increases  in  duties. 
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THE  BRITISH  APPLE  MARKET:  •  Prices  paid  for  apples  cn  the  Liverpool 
auction  Wednesday,  February  5,  were  somewhat  higher  for  most  varieties  of 
barreled  aoples  than  last  week,  according  to  a  cable  received  in  the  Foreign 
Service  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  from  Mr.  F.  A.  Motz,  the 
Department  of  Agriculture's  fruit  specialist  in  Europe.     Barreled  apple 
prices  compare  f a voracly  with  those  received  at  this  time  last  year  but 
boxed  apple  prices  are  considerably  lower.    Albemarle  Pippins  from  Virginia 
were  in  brisk  demand  and  made  substantial  increases  over  last  week's  prices, 
the  U.S.  Ho.  1,  2^  inch  size  selling  for  ever  a  do'lar  a  barrel  more.  Apples 
with  good  color  and  bright  appearance  have  been  showing  a  marked  premium  over 
ruling  prices. 

All  barreled  apples  were  in  light  supply  except  Yorks,  the  supply  of 
which  was  rr.oderate.     The  demand  for  Yorks  was  ^ood.,  moderate  for  Winesaps, 
Rome  Beauty  and  Greening  and  slow  for  both  Virginia  and  Maine  Ben  Davis.  The 
latter  variety  was  in  variable  condition,  all  other  barreled  varieties  -.vere  in 
good  condition  except  Winesaps  wh 1  ch  were  only  fair.     Recent  shipments  have 
arrived  in  good  condition  but  showing  a  few  flacks.    Apples  packed  in  shreuded 
oiled  paper  were  practically  free  from  scald. 

Supplies  of  Washington  Winesaps  were  greatly  in  excess  of  market  re- 
quirements and  a  large  volume  was  withheld  from  the  auction.     Boxed  apple 
sales  on  the  auction  were  light.'    The  boxed  apples  offered  at  the  auction 
were  in  good  condition,  well  colored  a±ad  bright  in  appearance. 
Varieties  of  boxed  apples  other  than  Winesaps  were  in  light  supply  and  met 
with  fairly  good  demand.     Supplies  of  pears  were  light  and  demand  active. 
Washington  Winter  Ilellis  made        02  to        57  per  box  as  compared  with  $3*  &9 
to  $U.3^  last  week.    Prices  paid  at  London  for  American  fruit  were  still  be- 
low Liverpool  prices  for  some  varieties  and  grades.     Boxed  apple  supplies 
were  in  good  coruition  but  greatly  in  excess  of  demand,  resulting  in  lowing 
prices  to  shippers.     The  prices  paid  were  about  the  same  as  last  week. 

Deciduous  fruit  arri vals  from  South  Africa  contime  heavy  with 
233,000  boxes  expected  this  week  consisting  of  peaches,  plums  and  pears. 
Shipments  of  Spanish  oranges  are  declining  due  to  dis couragingly  low  prices. 
The  Empire  Market ing  Board  reports  that  prospects  are  excellent  for  a 
bumper  crop  of  apples  and  pears  in  Australia  and  Hew  Zealand  and  experts  are 
expected  to  exceed  those  of  the  season  before  last.     The  first  shipments  will 
begin  a:out  the  middle  of  February.     See  Foreign  Service  release  F.  S./A-2SS, 
February  7,  1330. 

LE  AUCTI01T  PRICES  k  "D  F.C.B.  VALUES:     The  charges 
incurred  in  moving  boxed  aoples  from  slicing  udiirt  (Wenatchee)  in  the 
Pacific  northwest  to  Liverpool,  England,. work  out  at  a  ioroximately  $1.12 
per  box  when  the  fruit  moves  via  the  Panama  Canal.     When  the  overland  rovt 
to  New  fork  is  used  the  charges  total  about  $1.23  per  box  without  ocean 
refrigeration  and  $1.73  with  such  refrigeration.

22  per  barrel  with  ocean  refrigeration  and  $1.1+7  without 
ana  from  Rochester,  New  York,  $2.10  with  ocean  refrigeration  and  $^.39  ' 
without.     The  items  included  in  these  charges  are  inland  and  ocean  freight 
refrigeration  (when  used),  port  dues,  stra^pi.ng  and  marking  (for  boxed 
apples)     insurance,  and  cables.    A  few  minor  •charges  which  do  not  occur 
regularly  nave  been  omitted.     For  example,  most  exporters  use  a  forwarding 
agent  in  New  Tork  whose  charges  range  from  $3.25  to  $5.00  ?er  car  or.  boxed 
apples  and  S3. 25  per  car  on  barrels.     A  marking  charge  of  3  cents  cn 
oarreled  apples  is  sometimes  incurred  in  New  Tork  which,  also,  has  been 
•milled  from  the  foregoing  totals. 

The  fig-ares  used  in  the  paragraph  above  have  been  recently  revised 
from  calculations  m5de  by  Mr.  Edwin  Smith,  formerly  fruit  specialist  of 
the  Dmted  States  Department  of  Agriculture  at  London.

THE  EISIEGBG  APPLE  '.'ARKET:     Boxed  apple  prices  were  about  the  same 
as  last  week  on  the  Hamburg  auction  Thursday',  February  6,  according  to 
a  cao.  e  received  7  n  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Bureau  of  agricultural 
Economics  from  Mr.  F.  A.  Mctz,  tme  Department's  fruit  specialist  in  Europe. 
Seme  improvement  was  noted  in  the  Home  Beauty  prices  and  a  few  Ext -a  Fancy 
Newtowns  made  $4.  53  to  $4. 76  per  box.     This  is" very  much  better  than  tfe 
price  paid  last  year  at  this  time  for  this  variety.     A  total  of  34,000 
boxes  was-  sold  on  the  auction  this  week,  as  compared  tc  40,000  last  week

froni      ^fEFHUIT  EXPORTS  AHD  THE  BRITISH  MARKIT:     Grapefruit  experts 
xrom  the  United  States  for  the  first  three  months  of  the  presant  season 
Uctc  bar-December)  totaled  202,000  boxes  compared  wUh  195,000  boxes  in 
the  same  period in  1928-29  and  216,000  in  1927-23.     Shipments  to  the  ' 
Hnited  Kingdom  have  Deen  running  behind  last  season  bat  exports  to  Canada 
ana  Continental  BiroPe  have  been  larger.    A  significant  feature  of  the 
present  grapefruit  export  season  has  been  the  inauguration  of  direct 
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shipments  from  Porto  Rico  to  Great  Britain.     During  the  months  of  October 
to  December  about  30,000  boxes  of  grapefruit  were  exDorted  directly  from 
Porto  Rico,  mostly  to  the  British  market.     In  the  past,  all  Porto  Eican 
grapefruit  going  to  Europe  was  shipped  by  way  of  New  York.  Florida 
grapefruit  has  been  in  limited  supply  on  British  markets  thus  far  this 
season.     Arizona  grapefruit  has  teen  sold  at  the  Liverpool  auction  during 
the  -oast  few  weeks. 

Total  inroorts  of  grapefruit  into  Great  Britain  for  the  period  Sep- 
tember 23  to  January  k  amounted  to  the  equivalent  of  about  197,000  boxes 
comoared  with  200,000  m  the  corresponding  weeks  of  the  1923-29  season 
and  201,000  in  the  1927-23  season.  "The  United  States  (including  Porto 
Rico)   supplied  only  bQ  per  cent  of  the  total  for  the  present  season  com- 
pared with  85  Per  cent  last  season  .and  73  oe*"  cent  in  the  season  cefore 
last.     The  decrease  in  percentage  imports  from  the  United  States  is  ac- 
counted for  by  the  larger  imports  from  Jamaica  and  Palestine.  Grapefruit 
from  the  laoter  source  has  been  of  importance  on  Eritish  markets  this 
season  for  the  first  time.     Prices  paid  for  grapefruit  at  the  Liverpool 
auction  during  January  were  considerably  avove  those  of  the  preceding  two 
months  and  also  above  January  1929,  according  to  quotations  cacled  from 
the  London  office  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 

Prices  paid  for  oranges  in  Liverpool  and  Lend  on  have  been  very  low 
this  season  because-  of  the  large  supplies  of  low  grade  immature  Spanish 
fruit  on  these  markets.     Prices  have  been  as  low  as  cpl.5^  to  $2.19  per 
one-half  case  of  110  pounds.     This  would  be  equivalent;  to  $1.00  to  il.Uo 
on  a  70  pound  basis.     The  arrivals  of  oranges  in  November  and  December 
into  the  -United  Kingdom  amounted  to  3,000,000  boxes  (70  pound  basis)  as 
compared'  with  2,b00,000  last  /ear  and  3,150,000  the  year  previous. 
Spanish  imports  accounted  for  over  SO  per  cent  of  these  on  the  average 
with  Palestine  supplying  around -10  oer  cent  and  Italy  and  the  United 
States  most  of  the  remainder.     See  Foreign  Service  release  E. 
February  k,  1930. 

BAHAMAS  TOMATO  SHIPMENTS  TO  TEE  UNITED  'STATES:     Shipments  of 
tomatoes  from  the  Bahamas  to  the  Unitea  States  from  the  opening  of  the 
1929-30  shipping  season  up  to  January  25,  1930  have  amounted  to  only 
l,oU7,822  pounds  as  compared  with  7,7^9,225  pounds  during  the  correspond- 
ing period  last  season,  according  to  a  report  received  i n  the  Foreign 
Service  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural 'Economics  from  Vice  Consul  Leo  J. 
Callanan  at  Nassau.     Of  the  1929-30  exports  I,lo0,7b2  pounds  were  shipped 
during  the  three  weeks  January  6  to  J->nuary  25.     The  main  cause  of  this 
decline  in  shipments,  as  previously  reported,  was  the  destruction  of  the 
plants  by  the  hurricane  of  September1  1 9 29,  which  necessitated  replanting 
in  practically  all  of  the  t  ornate  fields.     Sc  s  Foreign  Service  release,

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02:i0i:  SHIPMENTS  FROM  S?AE:  A2TB  PRODUCTION  HI  EGYPT:    Arrivals  of 
grano  onions  on  the  American  markets  from  Soain  during  tie  first  week  of 
February  will  amount  to  11,227  half-cases  and  42,288  crates,  according  to 
a  cable  received  in  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural 
Economics  from  Consul  Clement  S.  Edwards  at  Valencia.    These  arrivals 
will  bring  the  total  for  the  season  to  date  to  527,000  bushels  as  com- 
pared with  595,000  bushels  up  to  February  1  last  season. 

The  1930  comer cial  onion  crop  of  Egjgot  will  be  about  average, 
according  to  information  received  by  cable  from  Ur*  F.  A.  Motz,  fruit 
specialist  of  the  department  of  Agriculture  in  Europe.    The  cultivation 
period  is  over  and  the  state  of  growth  is  good.     It  is  estimated  that 
the  exportable  surplus  -.111  amount  to  about  3,500,000  bags  of  112  pounds 
each.    The  1929  exportable  surplus  was  between  3,500,000  and  3,750,000 
bags.     The  ezport  movement  usually  begins  about  Harch  1.    See  Foreign 
Service  release,  F.3./0-138,  February  6,  1930.

STRONGER  TCIJE  AT  CLOSE  OF  LCTJDQi:  TOOL  SALES:     The  Lcndon  ^Tool 
Sales  closed  February  5  with  competition  much  improved,  according  to  a 
cable  received  by  the  Foreigh  Service  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural 
Economics  from  S.  A.  Foley,  Agricultural  Commissioner  at  London.  Brad- 
ford and  the  Continent  were  active  purchasers  ,  but  no  sales  to  America 
were  reported.    Prices  of  54' s  and  70 *s  wools  were  3  cents  higher  than 
at  the  opening  of  the  sales  on  January  21.     Tfocls  of  58's  qualities 
were  1  cent  higher,  56 »s  and  50Ts  were  unchanged,  and  Tools  grading 
36' s  to  50!s  Tere  mostly  1  cent  below  opening  prices.  .  Super  fine 
merinos  were  5  to  10  per  cent,  and  other  merinos  were  15  to  20  per  cent 
below  prices  at  the  "lose  of  the  previous  sales  on  December  4.  Greasy 
crossbred  wools  were  mostly  25  per  cent  under  the  close  of  the  previous 
sales. 
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AGRICULTURAL  EXPORTS  FOR  DECEMBER 

Agricultural  exports  of  the  United  States  for  the  month  of 
December  as  shown  by  the  index  for  44  of  the  principal  farm  products 
amounted  to  130  as  compared  with  119  and  160  during  1927  and  1928  respect- 
ively. .  If  we  exclude  cotton,  the  index  was  only  129  cr  lower  than  any 
December'  during:  the  last  15  years.     Smaller  exports  engrains,  meats, 
dairy  products,  fruits  and  tobacco  contributed  to  the  decline.  Foreign 
countries  took  less  cotton  than  during  December  1928  and  except  for  De- 
cember 1927  were  lower  than  any  corresponding  month  since  1925.  Exports 
to  European  countries  so  far  this  season,  August  1-December  31,  1929, 
were  10  per  cent  under  these  for  the  same  period  last  year.     Japan  has 
also  taken  about  2S  per  cent  less  than  during  the  corresponding  5  months 
a  year  ago. 

Exports  of  wheat  and  flour  showed  some  recovery  exceeding  those  for 
the  same  month  of  the  two  preceding  years.    However,  the  increase  in  ex- 
ports of  wheat  was  more  than  offset  "by  the  decrease  in  exports  of  barley, 
corn,  rye  and  oats,   so  that  the  index  for  grains  as  a  group  was  with  one 
exception  lower  than  any  December  since  1913.    Exports  of  American  hams 
and  bacon  also  fell  off,  reaching  the  lowest  point  since  November  1928 
and  were  lower  than  any  December  during  the  last  15  years.    Exports  of 
lard  while  below  those  for  December  1929,  continued  at  a  high  level.  Ex4- 
ports  of  dairy  products  made  a  new  low  record  for  the  month.     Tobacco  ex- 
ports while  under  those  for  December  1928  were  still  in  a  favorable  position. 
The  index  for  fiuits  was  lower  than  for  any  December  since  1924.     The  out- 
standing feature  among  the  fruits  was  the  decline, in  exports  of  apples.
